CHAIRMAN J. We FULBRIGHT (D-ARK) SAID DULLES DESCRIBED THE IRAG 
SITUATION AS “THE MOST DANGEROUS IN THE WORLD TODAY.® 

"I AGREE WITH HIM,® FULBRIGHT SAID. 

THE BERLIN CRISIS WAS NOT DISCUSSED AT THE MEETING, BUT DULLES 
TOLD NEWSMEN HE HAD SUGGESTED PREVIOUSLY THAT ONE OF THE REASONS FOR 
COMMUNIST PRESSURE ON BERLIN “AT THIS ACUTE STACE MAY BE TO DIRECT
